Should we rely 
more on private Instltutlorts such 
as chur.ches an^ settlement 
houses? What Is the effect of war? 
\Vhat Is the effect of a predom- 
inance of women teachers? 

In the end we pony discover that 
reducing Juvenile delinquency to 
the full. extent our knowledge per- 
ralts'would- require that we control 
human behavior more rigidly than 
we are willing to do.
